DINOSAUR FOUND 
IN MINAS GERAIS 


The fossilized remains of a 
dinosaur, more than twenty-five | 
million years old, have just been 
recovered from a mound at Peiro- 
polis, near the town of Uberaba, 
Minas Gerais. The Division of 
Geology and Mineralogy of the 
National Department of Mineral 
Production, a part of the Ministry 
of Agriculture, maintains a per- 
manent field office for paleontolo- 
gical research in this area and has 
in the past discovered many fossils 
of scientific interest. 





The newly-unearthed dinosaur, 
which belongs to the family of 
titanosaur, a medium-sized speci- 
men of dinosaurs of the Upper 
Cretaceous period, was about 
forty feet in length and resembled 
in form the Arabian or one- 
humped camel. 


Several fossil heaps have been 
previously discovered in Brazil, 
but the present find is unique in 
the fact that all the bones belong 
to a single animal. Usually a site 
contains the skeletons of several 
specimens, which the paleontolo- 
gists much separate before under- 
taking the work of reconstruction. 


After the dinosaur is mounted 
it will be placed on view at the 





museum of the National Depart- 
ment of Mineral Production, the 
first such specimen in a Brazilian | 
museum.

Paranagua’s Port 
Now Third Busiest 


Population Works Mainly 
In Shipping Industry, 
According to Study 


The movement of cargoes in 
and out of the port of Paranagua, 
in the State of Parana, has been 
increasing in recent years. Para- 
nagua is now the third busiest 
export harbor in Brazil. More than 


|three-quarters of its loadings for 


shipment abroad are bound for 
the United States. 

The principal occupations of 
the local population center around 
the shipping industry. They are 
transportation, communication, 
and warehousing. Paranagua is 
the largest port in the State of 
Parana. In 1953, the latest year 
for which figures are available, 
689,455 tons of merchandise or 
1.067 tons for each meter of 
wharf area, according to the Na- 
tional Department of Harbors, 
Rivers and Canals, passed through 
the port. 

Exports Named 

The leading exports were coffee 
beans, matte, and lumber. In 1953 
77 per cent of these exports went 
to the United States. Other des- 
tinations were France, Holland, 
Norway, Sweden, England, Ar- 
gentina, Canada, and West Ger- 
many. The principal products im- 
ported were gasoline and wheat. 

Census Figures 

The city of Paranagua, accord- 
ing to the 1950 census, has a pop- 
ulation of 24,638, including those 
in the suburb of Alexandra and 
the surrounding rural _ area. 
Within the city limits 15,803 per- 
sons dwell. 

Port facilities were built in 
1934, when the municipality was 
provided with 450 meters of dock- 
side frontage. The city thus took 
its place among the foremost ports 
of the country. 

The city’s modernization pro- 
gram began in 1902 with the in- 
stallation of electrical illumina- 
tion. In short order there followed 
a telephone system, water and 
sewage disposal. Paranagua is ex- 
pected to continue to grow rapidly.
